Albert Bond Lambert, the only St. 
Louis amateur aeronaut. who hgs 
achieved fame, is going to get an aero- 
plane. With this object in view, he is 
going to Fort Myer to take lessons 
in “‘driving’’ the Wright aeroplane as 
soon as the Wrights turn over their 
craft to the Signal Corps of the United 
States Army. 





made the announcement in Washington 
recently that as soon as Lieuts. Lahm 
and Foulouis, the officers selected to 
become the army’s expert aeroplanists, 
become proficient in handling the 
Wright aeroplane, they will become in- 
structors to anyone who has serious 
intention of getting an aeroplane. 

Lahm and Foulouis will take these am- 
bitious aviators up in the Wright aero- 
plane and any other aeroplane the 
Government may purchase. 

Mr. Lambert intends to take advan- 

tage of this as soon as the Signal Corps 
is ready. He is the first amateur bal- 
loonist of any importance in the coun-. 
try who will take up aeroplaning as a 
sport.

whom he is accused of duping, may 
confront him. Madson is believel to 
have married 10 women, and there are 
14 others whom he either married or 
promised to wed. 

In each case he is accused of having 
obtained money from his dupes before 
deserting them. In seme instances his 
gains were large. 

Mrs. Mary Wiggins Drown of Spring- 
field, Mass., one of his alleged victims, 
succumbed to the shock of her ill-fated 
marriage with Madson, dying shortly 
after he deserted with ail her money. 

The San Francisco police say Mad- 
son is wanted in almost. every 
city in the United States, but the fact 
that he is alleged to have three wives 
in San Francisco probably will result 
in his remaining here for trial. The oth- 
er cities where one or more women live 
who supposed they were the only Mrs. 
Madsons may send their deserted ones 
asx witnesses. If the records gathered 
from Madson’s effects are reliable, 
will be a formidable array. 

Widows His Prey. 

Madson’s scheme was to marry 34a 
Woman or become ergaged to her and 
then discover that he was in need of 
ready monéy—just & temporary em- 
barrassment—and draw upon the funds 
ef his bride or fiancee, as the case 
might be, for a little assistance. Sev- 
eral “women sold their homes for him. 
One gave him $2000. After getting the 
money, Madson’s method was to van- 
ich and leave his lady love a-mourning. 
He used the matrimonial advertise- 
ments as his lure and it appears to 
have been effective among widows with 
property, 

‘Mrs. Elizabeth N. BD. Jackson of 
Iola, Kan., was married to Madson and 
is said to have given him $1400. In 
St. Louis he married Mrs. Minnie AIl- 
len and Mrs. Alice Richardson and was 
engaged to Mrs. Katherine Baughman. 
He appears to have been partial to 
Missouri, for he wedded Mrs. Maggie E. 
Bloom at Hannibal and Mrs. A. Far- 
ran at Rochesport, Mo. From the 
former he obtained the proceeds of the 
sale of her home and from Mrs. Far- 
ran he got $2000. 

Woman Ejected Him,

She called upon the three St. Louls 
women who had gone through marriage 
ceremonies with Madson. She learned 
that Mrs. Mollie Hellman of 1418A Madi- 
son street had been wooed and won by 
Madson and had given $400%to him before 
he fled a few days previous to the wed- 
ding date. 

Mrs. Katherine Baughman, proprietor 
of the Newport Hotel at Seventh and 
Chestnut streets, joined Mrs. Jackson 
in her search for Madson, through 
whose operations she had been the heav- 
lest St. Louis loser.

‘Mr. Kinder took a great fancy to 
my daughter,” Mrs. Kinder said, ‘‘and 
he grew cold toward me. It wasn’t 
long until he told me he wouldn’t live 
with me any longer, and he and Sarah 
ran away together. They went to Ar- 
kansas. 
“After a few months they came back 
to Lebanon. Sarah told me she was le- 
gally married to my nusband, but that 
she had misplaced the marriage cer- 
tificate. .

Residents for many plocks around the 
plants, and passengers on the Vande- 
venter, Market, Manchester, Maplewood 
and Chouteau lines, which pass near by, 
have been complainants for veara 
against them, and two years ago As- 
sistant Health Commissioner Winn be- 
gan proceedings against them, but 
dropped them. This was soon after 
Health Commissioner bond teok office. 

The range of the stench from the 
plants increased, and the odor was 
finally wafted on a southern breeze to 
Vandeventer place. 

Dr. Bond lives in Vandeventer place, 
and when the odor reached his heme 
he awoke suddenly to the majesty of 
the law. He ordered the plants to be 
closed unless they abated the nuisance. 

The packing plants began alterations 
which, according to the reports in the 
Health Commissioner's office, reduced 
the range of the smell from 5000 yards 
to 1000 yards. Health Cemmissiener 
Bond then announced that he wouldn’t 
close them, and optimistically addea 
that he thought maybe in time they 
would get rid of the odor altogether.

Personally conducted by street-car 
conductors Mrs. Carrie Vezau of East 
St. Louis made a remarkable tour of St.

When she regained consciousness she 
found that she was in the very place 
she started out to find. 

Started for Doctor's, 

According to Mrs. Vezeau, she started 
from her home at 10 a. m. Thursday to 
go t6 the office of her physician, Dr. 
E. J. Ernst, at 901 Manchester avenue. 

She crossed the Eads Bridge and took 
a southbound Broadway car at Broad- 
way and Washington avenue. The con- 
ductor gave her a transfer to the Mar- 
ket street line. 

At Broadway and Market street she 
boarded a Manchester car. When she 
proffered her transfer to the conductor 
he told her that she was on the wrong 
car. She got off at Seventh street and 
waited for a Market car. She says the 
conductor told her he would let her 
know when the car reached 901 Man- 
chester avenue. 

“T rode and rode until I was away 
out near. a big summer garden,”’ she 
said. “I asked a woman passenger if 
we were near Manchester avenue and 
she told me we were at Forest Park 
Highlands, three miles west of where I 
wanted to go, 

‘IT asked the conductor why he didn’t 
let me off and he said he forgot. He 
wouldn’t give me a transfer or a pass to 
go back. He said I would have to get. 
off and pay my fare on an eastbound 
car. 

“T did this. When I paid my fare I 
told the conductor I wanted to go to 
901 Manchester avenue and he gave me 
a transfer. After I rode for half an 
hour he said, ‘You'll nave to get off here 
and take the dinky car.’ 

Is Shunted About, . 

“I took another car and the conductor 
told me that when I got off I should 
take the Manchester car. He gave me 
a transfer and put me off at Taylor and 
Chouteau avenue. 

“I got on a Manchester car and asked 
the conductor if it would take me where 
I wanted to go. ‘Yes, the car will, but 
that transfer won’t,’ he said. 

“‘He told me I would have to pay a 
nickel or get off. I opened my hand- 
bag to get my purse. The purse was 
gone. I had no money. I told the 
conductor how much trouble I had had 
on the cars, but he said I’d have to 
pay or get off. 

“IT started to alight, and when I was 
on the rear step the car started and I 
fell. 

“I don’t remember any more until I 
woke up as the motorman and conductor 
were carrying me into Dr. Ernst’s of- 
fice. He examined me and said my 
left wrist was bruised and my left ankle 
sprained. 

“After resting there and having my 
injuries dressed I came back home. It 
was nearly supper time when I arrived 
here. At 10 o’clock last night a mes- 
senger boy came to my house with my 
purse. He said the claim department 
of the United Railways Co. sent him. 
The purse contained $18.65 and an order 
on a 8t. Louis atore for $25 worth of 
jewelry.” 

Doctor Saw Accident. 

Dr. Ernst said Friday that he wit- 
nessed the accident to Mrs. Vezeu. 

“It was six blocks from my office,” 
he said, “but I happened to be making 
a call and I saw the car start suddenly 
as Mrs. Vezeu was getting off. 

“I hurried back to my office and 
found her waiting for treatment there.’

Declaration Greets Séitence of 
Judge Denying Right to 
Petition Premier. 


WOMAN DEFENDS ‘SELF 


Tells Court Suffrage Workers 
Expected to Be Humili- 
ated by Men. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

LONDON, July 9.—Sir Albert de Rut- 
zen, chief magistrate of the Metropoli- 
tan Police Court, today decided against 
the suffragettes on the point raised by 
Miss Pankhurst regarding the right to 
present a petition to the Premier, and 
the Court sentenced Miss Pankhurst to 
pay a fine of $25 or go to prison for a 
month on the charge of resisting the 
police, 

The constitutional asamien raised by 
Miss Pankhurst was argued at great 
length and the magistrate, before an- 
nouncing his judgment, said he antici- 
pated that an appeal would be made to 
a higher court. 

Miss Pankhurst; who defended her- 
self, declared that her assault on Po- 
Hee Inspector Jarvis on the night of 
June 80, when 116 suffragettes were ar- 
rested for trying to force their way into 
the House of Commons, was her “gauge 
of battle to the Government and de- 
flance for its unconstitutional ways." 

Expected Humiliation, 

“T was aware,” continued Miss Pank- 
hurst, “that when I started that depu- 
tation of eight helpless women, about 
whom men armed with opera glasses 
had congregated to watch, as though 
it was & good show, it was bound to re- 
sult in ignominious humiliation; but un- 
til women have the power to elect rep- 
resentatives to Parliament it is their 
duty to maintain the right of a subject 
to petition the King through Parlia- 
ment. 
“If the Magistrate repeats his former 
sentences, we will go to prison, but we 
will not conform any longer with the 
prison regulations. As political offend- 
ers we will insist on being treated as 
such and not as ordinary criminals, and 
in the last resort we will act as did Miss 
Dunlop.” 
Miss Dunlop obtained her release by 
starving herself. 
Lord Abinger was given the same sen- 
tence as Miss Pankhurst. Both the 
women notified the court of their in- 
foe ge to appeal from the judgment 

they were released on promise to 
abstain“¥rom sending further deputa- 
tions to House of Commons during the 
present session. The cases of all other 
suffragettes arrested with Miss Pank- 
hurst were adjourned pending the out- 
come of the appeal. . 

Premier’s Home Watched. 
Followers of Mrs. Despard, who have 
been acting as sentinels around the 
House of Commons for the last week, 
picketed Premier Agsquith’s residence 
in Downing street this morning, but 
four of the women were promptly ar- 
rested by the police. 
Miss Wallace Dunlop, who recently 
was sentenced to a month's imprison- 
ment in the Holloway Jail for posting 
notices on the walls of the House of 
Parliament, organized a hunger strike 
in the prison and the authorities dis- 
charged her after she had refused 
food for 91 hours, 

Miss Dunlop had only been in pris- 
on five days.

To incorporate nationally the interstate com- f 


merce of the republic would mean nothing less 
than the assumption by the central government 
of undisputed control over most of the gainful 
activities of the people; the assertion of con- 
solidated authority of a scope unknown since the 
time of Napoleon, the degradation of the statvs 
and the concentration at the capital of a power, 
which, if abused, as it probably would be, could 
not fail to shake society to its foundations. Na- 
tional incorporation means much more than the 
words imply. It means favor, intrigue, life or 
death to industry and commerce, espionage, sec- 
tional jealousy, personal wrongs, suspicion and 
politics, all centered in one place, remote from 
most of the people, and perhaps in one person. 
There is no reasonable excuse for this de- 
mand. It is not “the inevitable result of eco- 
nomic conditions,” for it is not true that com- 
merce and industry are in such a way as to call 
for the remedies of desperation. It is not justi- 
fied by “the ineffectiveness of state legislation,” 
for in truth the most notable victories over law- 
less trusts and combinations have been won by 
the states. It may be attributed rather to impa- 
tience with the orderly processes of law and to 
the growing lust of power toward which recent 
broods of declamatory agitators have been push- 
ing the people. It is a bad reminder of an evil 
day, of passions that ought to have cooled and of 
follies that ought to have been outgrown. 
A conférence committee of 14 now levies taxes 
upon the industry and estates of Americans in 
the name of Congress, but mainly in fact in the 
interest of plutocracy and privilege. 
What will be left of American freedom when in 
addition some bureaucrat on the Potomac, com- 
manding legions of spies and deputy marshals, 
assumes despotic sway over enterprises that ef- 
fect, directly or indirectly, every man, woman and 
child in the land.

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THE OLEAGINOUS AT WASHINGTON. 
Details of the work done in Washington since 
the extra session of Congress was called, paralyze 
protest. When the purpose developed is that of 
giving a new lease of life to the worst abuses of 
perverted taxation, the details have grown mo- 
notonously wearisome, even if they were not in- 
credible as evidence of the extent.to which fraud- 
ulent purposes can carry duplicity.

The “ouisville & Nash- 
ville, in conjunction with its Cumberland Gap Des- 
patch, makes its shipments partly by rau and partly 
by water on so-called ‘differential( rates.’ ’’ - As«this 
paragraph is likely to create the impression that the 
Wabash has no differential rates and to that extent 
do the Wabash an injustice, I beg to call your at- 
tention to the fact that there are five differential 
lines operating over the Wabash Railroad into St. 
Louis, namely: The National Despatch-Great East- 
ern Line, R. W. & O. Line, Wabash-Ontario & West- 
ern Route, Canadian-Pacific Despatch and Norfolk 
& Western Despatch. The National Despatch, R. 
W. & O. and Canadian-Pacific Despatch are dif- 
ferential all-rail lines out of New England ter- 
ritory carrying rates 5 cents per 100 pounds less 
on first-class freight than the so-called Standard 
Fast Freight lines. The Canadian-Pacific Des- 
patch, Wabash-Ontario & Western route are dif- 
ferential lines out of New York, carrying rates 
on basis of 6 cents per 100 pounds less than 
standard fast freight lines. The National Despatch, 
Norfolk & Western Despatch and Canadian Pacific 
Despatch operate ocean and rail differentia) lines out 
of New York City on basis of 10 cents per 100 pounds 
less than standard fast freight lines on first-class 
freight. The Norfolk & Western Despatch also oper- 
ates ocean and rail differential line out of Boston 
and Philadelphia, 5 cents under standard fast freight 
line rates out of Boston and 8 cents under standard 
fast freight line rate out of Philadelphia on first-class 
freight. You will see from this that St. Louis ship- 
pers have their choice of practically all routes and 
differential rates over the Wabash Railroad into St. 
Louis, and perhaps you will feel that it is only fair 
to the Wabash Railroad to print this explanation.

Taxation of Land Values. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The taxation of land values is a proposal te take 
in taxation that value which attaches to land be- 
cause of the presence, industry and growth of the 
community, and to correspondingly relieve industry 
and the earnings of industry of the present burden 
of taxation. It is not a tax on land, but 6n the 
value of land; where land has no value, such as land 
far removed from civilized life, there will be no 
tax; where land has a small value, such as farm 
or moor land, the tax will be small, and where land 
acquires a high value, such as land in or around 
towns and cities, the tax will be proportionately 
high. To fairly estimate land value it is only neces- 
sary to separate the value of the building or im- 
‘provements from the value of the land. This can 
be done easily—in fact the separation of these two 
values for purposes of taxation is already an ac- 
complished fact. In the Australian Colonies and in 
the Colony of New Zealand these values are separated, 
and a small tax imposed upon the value of the land. 
Mr. J. H. Carruthers, Premier of New South Wales; 
Mr. Holder, Premier of South Australia, and Mr. 
Seldon, Premier of New Zealand, are all warm 
supporters of this policy, and favor its further ex- 
tension. Already sixty rating districts in New Zea- 
land have adopted the taxation of land values for 
local purposes.

Brown. He held that divorce fairly ob- 
tained, upon due and personal notice 
to the other side, generally redounds to 
the welfare of both sides and proves a 
real blessing.

“The head of the Roman Catholic 
Church in America, @ man for whom 
I have profound respect,’’ said Mr. 
Brown, “has painted divorce as ‘a mon- 
ster, licensed by the laws of Christian 
states to break hearts, to wreck homes 
and ruin souls.’ This is certainly a 
grewsome picture. 

“No system of laws adopted by an 
idealist 1900 years ago and taught by 
a following of pious and conscientious 
enthusiasts, can maintain its authority 





forever, however exalted its origin, if 
it run counter to the traditions, customs 
and general moral standing of the peo- 


ple. 
Speaker Defends Divorce, 

“Tt is not proved why the partnership 
created by marriage should so far dif- 
fer from a commercial partnership that 
one may be dissolved at pleasure while 
the other is absolutely indissoluble. 

“A proper regard for the interests 
of the State, as well as the preserva- 
tion of domestic happiness, would seem 
to require that when the whole obli- 
gation of the matrimonial pact had 
been defeated by the habitual, persist- 
ent and uncontrollable conduct of 
either party, and that relation which 
should represent the acme of human 
happiness it made to stand for all 
that is most repugnant to our desires 
and anticipations, a severance of the 
tie should be permitted. The story of 
domestic unhappiness is only too fa- 
miliar.

Spectator Can See 
lwo Games at 
Once and Follow 
Every Play as It 
Is Made. 


The Post-Dispatch has the only mo- 
tion baseball scoreboard in the world. 
It was introduced to the public Thurs- 
day afternoon without previous an- 
nouncement and drew large crowds. The 
shouting multitude on Broadway, from 
Pine street to Olive street, attested the 


success of the newest thing out in re- 
cording a baseball game as the game 
progresses. 

This is a doypble scoreboard, showing 
side by side both the Browns’ and Car- 
dinals’ games, wherever they may be 
played. It so happened that thé Browns 
played at home, with the Chicago team 
as visitors, Thursday, and the Cardinals 
were on the Boston diamond. Both 
games were in progress at the same time 
and both were recorded accurately, play 
for play, on the moving scoreboard in 
frent of the Post-Dispatch office. 

It was the first time in the history 
of baseball that fans had a chance to 
see two games at Once, and thousands 
of delighted ones made the most of it. 

At the lefthafid side of the big dou- 
ble board is*’the Browns’ diamond, 
plainly marked out in red. The Car- 
dinals’ diamond appears at the right- 
hand side. 

Operators Show Each Play. 

Back of the scenes, invisible to the 
spectators. are the telegraph operat- 
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ors who take the gamés from the 
wire, play by play, and the score 
board operators who show each play 
on the board. 

J. B. Chopin of St. Louis, inventor 
of the moving score board, was in 
charge at the initial performance. Mr. 
Chopin spent much time studying out 
the mechanism of his invention, and 
it works like clockwork. 

The lineup of each team , is shown 
in lettering. large enough to be read 
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across the street. As each man goes 
to bat his name appears as batter. 

If the batter goes to first base his 
name appears there, on the diamond, 
and above is recorded in plain view 
how he. got there—hit or base on balls. 
If he fans out the fact is shown. If 
he bats out to right field or elsewhere 
that also is recorded. 

Can Follow Runner, 

The spectator may watch the run- 

ner moving from base to —_ and tell 


from the information posted at proper 
place on the board just whose hit ad- 
vances him. 

The.number of the inning, the tum- 
ber of men out, the positions .f run- 
ners, the man at bat—all are shown 
throughout the game. At a glance the 
fan in the street may Sé€e just how 
the game is going. 

The moving score board is the next 
best thing to seeing the actual men at 





play.
